CIVIL SERVICE, 


Message From the President Submitting the 
Re 

Wasminetox, July 23.—The president today 
sent to congress the following message: 

To the Congress.of the United? States: Pursuant 
lo the second section of chapter 27 ef the laws of 
1585 eutiti¢d, “An act to regulate and improve the 
civil servive of the United States,” I herewith trans- 
nuit the fourth report of the Unired States eivil ser- 
yiee Commission, covering the period Leiween the 
aa day of January, 1886, and the Ist day of July, 
ww VY iile tois report has especial reference to the op- 
erations of the commission during the period above 
mentioned, it contains, with its szecompanying ap- 
pendices, much valuable information eoncerning 
the inception of civil service reform and its growth 
aud progress which caunot fail to be interesting 
and instructive to all who desire improvement in 
administrative methods. 

During tbe time covered by the report, 15,852 per- 
sons were examined for admission in the classified 
civil s@rvice of the government in all its branches 
of whom 10,746 passed examination and 5 1 6 failed. 
Of thes> who passed examination, 2,976 were appli- 
cants for admission tn the departmental service at 
Washington, 2,347 were examined for admission te 
the cnstomp s@rvice, and 5,222 for admission to tho 
postal service. 

During the same period 547 appointments were 
mace from the eligible lists to the departmental 
service, 641 to the customs service, and 3,234 to the 
postal service. 

Concerning separations from the classified service, 
the repcri only informs us of such as have occurred 
among employes in the public scrvice who had 
been appolutca from the eligible tists under the 
civil servicerilas. When these rules took effect, 
they did not apply topersons then in the service, 
comprising a failcompliment of employes who ob- 
tained their pésitionindependenily of the new law 
The commission hes no record of separations in 
this numerous class,and the discrepancy apparent 
in the report between the number of appoint- 
nents mace in this respective branches of the 
service from the lists of the eommissiom and 
the email nenber of separations mentioned, 
is to a wrens extent, acconuted for 
by vacancies, of which mo report was made to the 
commission, e¢curring among those who held their 
places without examination and certification, 
which vacancies were filled on appointment from 
the eligiblelist, In the departmental service there 
occured between the 16th day of January, 18:6, and 
the 30th of Jane, 1887, among empioyes appointed 
from the eligible lists under the civil service rules, 
seventeen removyais, thirty-six resignments and fire 
deaths.. This does not include fourteen separtions 
in the grade of special peusion examiners, four by 
remoyal, five by resignation and five by death. In 
the classified ¢ustoms and postal service the mum: 
ber of separations among those who received abso- 
lute appointments under the civil service rules are. 
give for the period between the Ist day of January, 
1386, and the 13th day of June, 1587, It appears 
that such separations in the customs service for the 
time mentioned embraced 21 removals, 5 deaths and 
18 resignations, and in the postal service 256 remoy- 
als, 23 deaths and 469 resignations. 

More than a year has passed since the expiration 
of the period covered by the rey;ort of the commis- 
sion. Within the time which has thus elapsed 
many importantchanges have taken place in fur- 
therance of reform in our civil service. The rules 
and regulations governing the execution of the law 
npon the subject have been compietely remodeled 
in such manner as to render the enforcement of the 
statute more efiective and greatly increase its use- 
fulness. Among other things the scope of examin- 
ations prescribed for those who seek to enter the 
classified service has been better defined and made 
more practicaj, the number of names to be certified 
from the eligible lists to appointing officers from 
which sélectfon is made, has been reduced from 
four tothree. The maximum hmiltation of the age 
of persons seeking entrance to classified seryice to 
forty-five years has been changed, and reasonable 
provision been mde for the transfr ot employes 
from one department to another in proper cases. A 
plan has also been devised for the examination orf 
applicants for promotion in service, which, when in 
full operation, will eliminate all ehance for fayorite- 
ism in advancement of employes, by making pro- 
motion a reward of meritand faithful discharge of 
duty. 

Until within a few weeks there was no uniform 
classification of employes in the different exeoutive 
departments of the government. Asa result of this 
condition, im-some of the departments positions 
could be obtained without a rservice examina- 
ion, bécanseshey were not within the classitication 
of such department; while in otner departments 
examination and certiffta‘ion were necessary to ob- 
tain positions of the same grade, because such posi- 
tions were embraced in the classificationsapplicable 
to those departments. 

The exception of laborers, watchmen and messen- 
gers from eXamination and classification gave op- 
portunity, in the absence of any rule guarding 
against-it, for employment, free from the ciyil ser- 
vice restrictions, of persons under these designa- 
tious who were immediately detailed to do clerical 
work. 

All this has been obviated by the application to 
all the departmentsof the extended and uniform 
classification embracing the grade of employes not 
heretolore included, and bY the adoption ota rule 
prohibiting the detail of laborers, watchmen or 
messengers to clerical duty. 

The path of vivil service reform as not, at all 
times, been pleasant noreasy. The scope and pur- 
pose of reform have been much misapprehended; 
and this has not only given use tostrong opposition, 
but bas led toitsinvoeation by its friends to com- 
pass objects not in the least related toit, Thus par 
tisans of the patronage system have naturally con. 
demned it. Those who do not understand its mean. 
ing either mistrust it, or when disappointed, be 
cause li its present stage it is not applied to every~- 
real or imaginary ill, accuse those charged with its 
entorcemeut with faithlessness to civil service re- 
form. Itsimportance has frequently been under- 
estimated: andthe support of good men has thus 
been lost by their lack of interest in its success. Be- 
sides all these difficulties, those responsible for the 
administration of the covernment in its executive 
branches have been, and still are, often annoyed 
and irritated by disloyalty to the service and the in- 
solence ofemployes who remain in the place as 
beneticiaries, aud relies and reminders of the vi- 
cious system of appointmeat which civil service 
reform was intended to displace. And yet these are 
but ineidents of the advance movement, which is 
radical and far reaching. The people are, notwith- 
standing, to be congratulated upon the progress 
which has been made, and upon the firm, practical 
and sensible foundation upon which this reform 
now rests. 

With a continuation of the intelligent fidelity 
which has hitherto characterized the work of the 
comruission; witha continuation and imcrease of 
the favor and liberality which have lately been 
evinced by congress in the proper equipment of the 
commission for its work; witha firm but conserya- 
tive and reasonable support of reform by all its 
friends, and with disappearance of the opposition 
which must inevitably follow its better understand- 
ing, execution of the civil service law, cannot fail 
to ultimately answer the hopes in whieh it had its 
origin.

| THE JUDGES NAMED, 


Who Are to Try the Charges 
Against Parnell, 


THE IRISH LEADER AND THE LETTERS 


Heated Discussion in Parliament Over the 
Proposed Inquiry—Pertinent Ques- 
tions Propounded. 


Lonpon, July 2:3.—In the house of commons 
today Philip Stanhope called the attention af 
the government to the threatening Janguage 
used by the crown counsel béfore the coroner 
at Mitchellstown, and to his charging the 
court with preventing the inquiry in the 
Manédeville case. Mr. Stanhope asked whether 
the counsel acted so in pursuance of instruc- 
tions from Dublin castle, and avhether the 
government would order the counsel to as- 
sume amore respectful attitude toward the 
coroner. 

Mr. Balfour replied that he had no informa- 
tion on the subject, but he believed the crown 
counse! did not need instructions either from 
himself or from Mr. Stanhope. {Laughter 
and cheers. ] 

In reply to Mr. Clancey, Mr. Balfour said 
he had asked the home office that the highest 
and most experienced officersin the depart- 
ment be sent to Ireland to inspect the condi- 
tion and management of the prisoners. One 
of those sent was Dr. Barr. 

Mr. Healy asked if it was trne that Mr. Dil- 
lon has been brought before Dr. Barr or Dun- 
dall’s jail for examination, but refused to sub- 
mit unless he-Knew whose agent Dr. Barr was. 

Mr. Balfour promised to inquire. 

Mr. Smith moved the second reading of the 
bill dealing with charges agairist members of 
parliament. Hesaid the government offered 
the commission of imquiry upon preceded. 
He considered that a commission with less au- 
thority would fail to do justice to the persons 
concerned. ‘The government would not bring 
justice to the accused if they give them a 
chance to clear themselves. He had confi- 
dence in the tribunal. It rested with the 
house to say how complete the powers of the 
commission ought to be Sir James Harmon, 
would-be-president, and Justices Day and 
Sinith, would-be the other members of the 
Comm Ission. 

Mr. Parnell said he was glad Mr. Smith ad- 
mitted it rested with the house what the pow- 
ers of the commission ought to be. It seemed 
that Mr. Smith had friendly help from the 
Times. In consequence the inquiry was to in- 
quire not only into his personal conduct but 
into the acts of the league in Ameriea, Ireland 
and Great Britain. It was evident the case re- 
rarding the forged letters was going to break 
down. He demanded the government to put 
the scope of the commission to what Mr. Smith 
originally proposed, namely, his . charges 
against himself and other Irish members. 
It would be proved that each 
and every one of these letters was barefaced 
forgery. The allegations against the leader 
could not come before the commission. They 
were the most cruel and infamous charges 
ever made against a public man. He did not 
suppose the Times would have given one 
thousand pounds for these forgeries unless 
they had been against a public man, and he 
could demonstrate, with conviction, that the 
letters were forgeries. He had never seen Pat 
Ford in his life. [Cheers.] 

Mr. Parnell admitted that he had had com- 
munication with John Devoy, but these com- 
munications were solely in regard to political 
matters open tothe fullest scrutiny. He also 
admittet’making a speech at Enniseda pais 
of boycotting. He believed the boycotting di 
good then, but he ceased to advocate boscot- 
ting after the passing of the arrears bill of 1882. 
So far from his actions prompting outrages, it 
prevented them. To make the inquiry the 
government ought to specify the charges and 
ought also to provide for a scrutiny of the 
documents on which the charges were based. 
It was of vital importance to see these docu- 
ments before the commons began to sit. 

Here there was an\¢xpectant pause, during 
which calls were raised for the attornay- 
general, 

No member of the government responding, 
Mr. Gladstone expressed surprise that the gov- 
ernment did not answer Mr. Parnell and de- 
clared there must be an answer. He would 
vote for a second reading of the bill, but the 
issues raised must be considered at the latter 
stage before the commission was approved. 
He was not prepared to give unqualified com- 
mission, Which Mr. Smith appeared to enter- 
tain. It was in the power oj the government 
to make a better selection of the commission, 
a selection which would have demanded 
warn acclaniations from everybody. 
The government ought not to make 
charges against a definite position. ‘There 
ought notto be any skulking. The letters 
were no new charges. Everything had passed 
the order of dissolution of 1885. [Cheers,] Then 
constituted the main charge. Mr. Parnell de- 
manded an opportanity to examine, and must 
have it in alae to face the accusations. The 
government had the right to decline to reveal 
its communication with Attorney-General 
Webster, counsel for the Times, but a mere 
deplorable error was never committed than 
when the atforney-general undertook to con- 
duct the case of the Times. Unless Mr. Par- 
nell’s conditions were conceded, the court 
would conclude that the principals were made 
to be refused. 

Mr. Matthews, home secretary, deprecated 
speaking with warmth on this subject. What- 
ever Mr. Webster had said was in his capacity 
for the Times. He repudiated the idea that 
the government had in any sense made them- 
selves aparty tothese charges. The com- 
mission surely could be trusted to deal impar- 
tially. 

‘Aitor the debate on the Parnell ,inquiry the 
commission bill was adjourned. An urgent 
whip was sent tothe conservatives and Iib- 
erals for a division tonight. The Daily News, 
though it has nothing to say against the 
judges who have been chosen, thinks the case 
requires a stronger tribunal. 


The Dinner at Peterhof Palace, 


Sr. PETERSBURG, July 23.—The prince of 
Schaumburg-Lippe, twelve members of Em- 
peror William’s suite, seventy officers attach- 
ed to the German squadron, a captain of the 
United States man-of-war, tho German em- 
bassy and all Russian ministers and foreign 
representatives were present at a dinner given 
by the czar, at Peterhof palace Mat evening. 
Count Herbert Bismarck sat at the emperor's 
table, and Emperor William. satat the czar- 
ina’s right. The emperors toasted each other. 
On breaking up the emperor escorted the czar- 
ina to her carriage. 

Emperor William today.conferred the order 
of the Black Eagle on M. DeGiers, Russian 
foreign minister, and the order of Red Eagle 
on M. Vanangioti, foreign secretary. Court 
circles think . that a prolongation of Emperor 
William’s stay, together with cordial nature 
between the two emperors, although no direct 
political allusions were made, indicates a re- 
sumption of amnesty between Russia and Ger- 
many. Leading my oe gy gay no tangible 
outeome will result from the visit, such asin 
meetings at Sehirnevicks and Cremiser, but 
that the two emperors simply desire to remove 
misunderstandings hetween the two countries.

This cansed no litile dissatisfaction among 
the owners of the ponds, as some very beauti- 
ful ornamental lakes were in the city limits. 
Every poud was drained, and the fish business 
in this city isa thing of the past. Whether 
the ponds caused the fevers or not, this fact 
stares youintheface. Since they were diained 
but little sickness has been in the city. Mayor 
Bearden and cenncil should be sustained 
by the people of Madison. Every 
week the rubbish which accumulates 
on our streets and alleys is hauled off by Mavor 
Bearden himself, andis used to enrich his 
lands. This keens our beautitul streets ina 
good condition. We have two of ghe best ele- 
ments that conld be desired®@purS water and 
a healibful atinosphere.

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A Matter of Policy. 

A great deal of comment has been called 
forth by the alleged refusal of Senator Col- 
quitt and Congressman Stewart to extend 
to Representative McKinley the invitation 
to deliver an address on the tariff qnestion 
before the Piedmont Chautauqua. It was 
charged inthe dispatches sent out from 
Washington that the reasons assigned by 
these gentlemen for their refusal was that 
they objected to McKinley because he was 
arepublican, and that they objected to 
having him express his views before a 
southern audience, becarse it would stir up 
strife and dissensions among our people. 

The position in which these distinguished 
gentlemen are alleged to have placed them- 
selves is so untenable, so strongly opposed 
tothe spiritof the age, the freedom of 
speech, the right of the people to hear and 
judge for themselves as to the merit: of 
questions touching political economy, and, 
the right of the people to hear all sides free 
from political censorship as a matter of ed- 
ucation, that it raises the natural presump- 
tion that they have been misrepresented by 
the correspundents. 

It is well known that the management of 
the Chautauqua have had in view the estab- 
lishment of an institution which would not 
only afford intellectual entertainment to the 
large class of our people who frequent in 
summer our home resorts, but which as an 
educational factor would tend largely to 
the diffusion of knowledge and the awaken- 
ing of our people to a realization of the 
drift of progress and thecurrent of thought. 

There was no partisan speech expected 
from Mr. Carlisle, nor fiom Mr. McKinley,

To say that our people, having ears to 
hear, should not hear, lest hearing they be- 
lieve, is to admit the truth of the adversa- 
ries’ position, the weakness of your own, or 
to cast a slur upon the intelligence of, our 
people. 

We want it distinctly understood that. so 
far as Atlanta and her people are concerned, 
we repudiate any censorship of the freedom 
of thought, speech oraction. We are as 
ready to extend a respectful hearing to the 
nom@bherner who comes before us in a straight- 
forward, manly way and appeals to our 
judgment for the vindication of his theories 

‘of government as the northern people have 
been ready to listen to our orators when 
they appealed for virtuous judgment. upon 
the imputations which had been cast against 
our honor. 

We are not so hide-bound but what we 
can listen with genuine pleasure to a 
rational, refined and elegant presentation of 
an important subject, even though we differ 
from the orator. 

If we would keep abreast of the advanc- 

. ing columns of civilization, we must not 
only test the capacity of our own in‘ellectu- 
al powers, but we must master the evolu- 
tions of our neighbors’ brains also. It is 
the free discussion and treatment of all 
proper subjects from all possible standpoints, 
which quickens the perceptive faculties and 
rouses into activity the intellectual powers 
of a people.

The Crown Head Conference. 

The New York Herald, which makes a 
apecialty of the treatment of European af- 
fairs, is disposed to take a serious view of 
the conference between Emperor William of 
Germany and the czar of Russia, which is 
now taking place near St. Petersburg, and 
thinks that it is prompted bya desire to 
bring about the disarmament of France. 

The present condition of affairs in France 
fis no doubt a thorn in the side of the 
monarchies of Europe, none of which like 
its republican institutions, and all of which 
are in constant danger of the breeding of 
revolution within their own borders as long 
as republicanism strengthens itself in 
France. The Herald thinks that William 
~ has gone to Russia to talk the matter over 
with the czar and to induce him to agree to 
a genera! European disarmament, which it is 
said is advised by*Bismarck and directed 
against France. 

Commenting on the conferencg, the 
Herald says: | 

Suppose the emperor should summon France to 
@isarm. Germany is poor, France is rich, Germany 
groans under financial burdens which France 
eheerfully bears. The addition of armaments means 
bankruptcy to Germany, and if not bankruptcy 
revolution, for it may dawn upon the minds of 
German mothers that the sons which bring them 
pride and joy bave better purposes, perhaps, than to 
be butchered for imperial glory.

There could be neither victory nor defeat that 


would not mean the gravest consequence to victor 
or vanquished, It would be the most intense war in 
history, necessarily tought to a result that would 
change the face of Europe. Frederick the Great 
his reign by a demand upon Austria for 
Silesia, just as William is credited with meditating 
against France. A Prussian army was silently 
gathered, as a German army is’ now assembling at 
Metz, and swiftly thrown upon Silesia. It was the 
impulse of glory, the passion of a young monarch 
for military fame. The passion was gretified. The 
sovereign’s military renown filled the world. 

A number of prominent Frenchmen have 
been interviewed by the Herald, and all of 
them scoff the idea of France disarming 
herself under any condition, on the ground 
that it is her inalienable right to guard her 
national independence, and to keep the gov- 
ernment in a position to protect and defend, 
its institutions from the encroachments of 
monarchial neighbors. ‘They think that a 
demand for France to disarm would be 
equivalent to a declaration of war, and look 
upon the conference at Peterhof with suspi- 
cious eyes. 

It is probable that the real meaning of the 
conference is very much exaggerated, for it is 
decidedly more likely that young William 
has gone to see the czar more for the pur- 
pose of giving the Russians an opportunity 
to gazé upon the features of the new Ger- 
man emperor than.to discuss any matters of 
state importance. Just as likely as not he 
will make the circuit of Europe before he 
returns home, and a visit to Austria and 
Italy has already been talked of, and is re- 
garded as a thing of the near future. Young 
William is on dress parade now, as it were, 
and after he gets back and settles down, 
will be time enough to talk about war. He 
hasn’t been emperor long enough for the 
novelty of the thing to wear off. The

The truth of the matter is the French 
duel is avery novel institution, and itis 
rarely ever that anybody goes into one with 
the purpose of getttng killed or of killing 
his opponent, Custom makes it the regula- 
tion way of settling ugly difficulties, and it 
is a matter of great doubt if it is not abetter 
way than that which American custom pre 
scribes for the settlement of misunderstand- 
ings, which, in France, would result in an 
appeal to the code. Over there a personal 
effrontery is answered with a challenge; 
offender and offended meet at daylight; a 
few passes are made, generally with the 
result of only a scratch or two; the seconds 
interfere at the proper time; the fight is off - 
wounded honor is satisfied, and in less than 
twenty-four hours after their trouble the 
participants are again together on friendly 
terms. Of course this would all be wrong 
if there was any degree of fatality attending 
it; but as there is not, there are many 
things to commend it as an admirable way 
to adjust misunderstandings. 

The American plan is different and much 
more barbarious. The mode of operation 
of an American who has been subjected to 
a humiliating personal attack is generally 
to revenge himself then and there, or to 
take a shotgun and settle the matter on 
sight. This isone way. Another, and a 
more common one in some places, is to ap- 
peal to dignity and to answer rebuke by 
silent contempt, on the ground that person- 
al encounters are in their nature wrong. 
Frequently we see public men sitting to- 
gether on the same platform, or thrown in 
public contact with each other, without 
speaking, on account of past misunderstand-

HE 1S STILL THERE 


But May Serve Canadaas a Long 
Time Convict. 


He Grows Profane and Denies His Relatives 
—Regrets That He Did Not Sell His 
Surplus Jewelry, Etc., Etc. 


The sensational story of Nelson’s Canada : 


experiences after his flight from Atlanta was 
the talk of the town yesterday. 

Tue CONSTITUTION has given every detail 
connected with Nelson’s career. but it is pret- 
ty certain thatno part of it has been more 
thoroughly and graphically described than in 
the specia] published yesterday. 

He has certainly shown himself a versatile 
man, and his stories and recent adventures in 
Canada increase his reputation in this respect. 
Those who knew him well in Atlanta will 
smile when they compare his braggadocia style 
with the scene that resulted when Nelson 
found himself under arrest. 

He was undoubtedly enjoying himself hugely 
while passing asa confederate veteran, and 
the limp that rheumatism is responsible for 
must have taken on anadded importance 
when it was charged to a yankee bullet. 

Of the woman inthe case, calling herself 
Neilie Prince, there are many conjectures, but 
it has been impossible to discover anything 
conceining her in Atlanta, where she says she 
methim. If Nelson told the truth the woman 
is his divorced Wife. But if the woman’s 
story is true then Nelson was duped in a man- 
ner that demands a smile. 

Nelson had the reputation of being a shrewd 
man and some of his operations may be cred- 
ited to that, but his Canada experience was 
certainly not a brilliant one. 

THE CONSTITUTION received the following 
racy special last night, and it adds to the 
as well as 
giving additional points of interest in this sen- 
sational affair: 

KinGston, Ont., July 23.—[Special.]—There 
is small probability that Banker C. C. Nelson, ar- 
rested at Trenton by Chiefof Police Hynds for being 
an American defaulter, will be extradited. Upto 
today there has been no charge made that he has 
committed any crime tliat is extraditable, and in 
order to hold him and await the action of the At- 
lanta authorities, a charge of having brought stolen 
money into Canada has been made against. him. 
On this charge Magistrate Gordon has remanded 
him for eight dayj There seems to have been con- 
siderable bungling in the case from the start. Nel- 
son speaks very freely about certain phases Of his 
case, but at times becomss incoherent in his talk 
and makes statements that on their face are silly 
and incomprehensible. To THE CONSTITUTION Cor- 
respondent today he boasted that though a fine de- 
scription of him was sent out by the police of At- 
lanta, he never feared arrest from the time he left 
Knoxyi le, Tenn., on July Ist. He reached LeRoy, 
N. Y., on the night of July 3d, and registered at a 
hotel there as W. C. Lee, of Indiana. 

The next morning he registered at a hotel in 
Canandigua, N. Y., under the same name, and made 
iuquiries concerning Canandigua’s attraction as a 
health resort. That afternoon he took a train north 
and the next day he crossed Lake Ontario to King- 
ston, Ont., whence he went to Hamilton. He had 
two valises with him, he says, when he left Atlanta, 
one of whichis now at the railroad depot at Hamil- 
ton filled with soiled clothing. On July 8th Nelson 
went to Campbeliford, where Chief of Police Rossel, 
of Petersborough,located him by the description sent 
out by the Atlanta police. Chief Rossel immediate- 
ly telegraphed te the authorities and asked for in- 
structions. They telegraphed back to arrest Nelson 
for grand larceny, as perjury was n t extriditable, 
and that he could not hold Nelson on those charges, 
to which an answer came to watch him as$#1,C00 was 
offered for his airest and extradition. 

In the meantime Nelson and Nellie Prince were 
having a huge old time at Campbelltord and Belle- 
ville. They putupat Bluett’s hotel, had cham- 
pagne by the gallon, and shocked the staid Onta- 
rions by their unseemly manners. Two fishermen, 
named Folly and Parent, became chums of Neilson, 
and it was to these that Nelson first boasted of hay- 
ing robbed a bank of $350,(0).. They repeated the 
story, and the hotel proprietor asking him about it, 
Nelson acknowledged it, and then, in the presence 
of a whole crowd of loungers, boasted of his shrewd 
thievery. Then Chief Hynd, as told yesterday, 
went to Belleville and arrested Nelson at Petersbo- 
rough. They arrived Saturday night. 

Two Atlantians, Jacob Haas, cashier of the Capi- 
tal City bank, and Colonel Adolph Brandt, his at- 
torney, had come from Atlantain answer to Chief 
Rossol’s first dispatch, learning that their man 
was in jailin Trenton. They went there, accom- 
panie-i by Rossol, and identified the prisoner yester- 
day. Nelson was arraigned before Police Magistrate 
Gordon and remanded as told above, 

The interesting featurein Nelson’s case was the 
appearance at Trenton jail this morning of Alex- 
ander Campbell. He has been a resident of Trenton 
for the past fifteen yeais, and, in common with 
everybody else, wanted tosee the “great American 
bank robber,’’ as NeJson ig dubbed. The moment 
Mr. Cumpbell clapped eyes on Nelson, he said: 

“Why, that is my nephew !” 

Then he approached Nelson and spoke to him, but 
the latter only stared vacantly at his uncle, and 
would not answer any of his questions or recognize 
him. To your correspondent Mr. Campbell said 
that he received a letter from Nelson two weeks 
ago while the latter wasin Hamilton. In thisletter 
Nelson told his uncle that he had become rich in 
the states, and had returned to theland of his 
birth—‘ tor he was born at Hamilton and reared at 
Gue!ph’’—to enjoy the fruits of his labors. 

Mr. Campbell had not seen Nelson since he was 
twenty yearsold. Then he left him and said he 
was going to the states and make his fortune inthe 
south, where any man with a little brains could be- 
come rich in a short while. Young Nelson, Mr. 
Campbell said, had been very wild and had sadly 
disgraced his family several times by his indiscreet 
action here. He (Mr. Campbell) had always pre- 
dieted that the boy would come tono good, and 
here was bis prediction come true. 

Nelson denied any knowlcd:e, whatever, of his 
uncle when spoken to this afternoon, and called 
him ‘‘a damned old fool.” 

He hasn't the faintest idea that he can be extra- 
dited, as none of the money in his possession is the 
identical money he had when he left Atlanta. He 
will not talk about his sudden departure. Being 
asked why he left that city, he gave a sayage snarl, 
and snapped out with a terrible oath: 

“What in the hell do you suppose I left for. Be- 
sides, how do you know lam the same Ne!son who 
wis there?’ 

To a question as to how much money he had when 
he left Atlanta, he said he had only $13,000~—$12,000 
less than the people thought he had. Then getting 
into a furious passion, he cursed his folly for not 
having sold the diamond ear rings and those 
watches found upon him which he carried a}l 
the way from Atlanta. If any of these watches 
can be identified by their owners Nelson can be 
held for bringing stolen property into Canada, and 
upon being convicted can be sentenced to prison 
for fourteen years. 

Mr. Haas says that mostof the watches fonnd 
upon Nelson are watches left with him at the say- 
ings bank as surety for loans, and that their owners, 
if necessary, will be brought to Canada to testify 
against the absconder. Neither Mr. Haas nor 
Colonel Brandt has any idea as to where the dia- 
monds found in Nelson’s possession come from. 
Both gentlemen deny positively that they will at- 
tempt to compromise with Nelson, who, on his 
part, says that they wanted to compromise the 
moment they saw him, but that he refused to recog- 
nize them. 

The Toronto lawyer sent for by Nelson had not 
arrived up to6 o’clock tonight, and it is thought 
that the woman who went there for legal help for 
bim has entirely forgotten her late admirer and is 
now on her way home, which she told Chief Hynes 
was Augusta, Ga. She had no clothes but those she 
had on when she arrived here. She had quite a lot 
of money though, a mrgnificent pair of diamond 
ear rings, a solitaire diamond ring and a heavy gold 
watch which she said Nelson had given herin Au- 
gusta, a week before he ran away. E. 8. M 

The statement of the case, as given above, 
makes it very probable that Mr. Nelson will 
serve the government of Canada as a copvict. 
The chances in favor of his extradition are 
apparently good also, judging from the tone 
of this special, and Nelson may have an oppor- 


‘tunity of sampling Atlanta justice after all. 


And if he does the result will not be nearly so 
gratifying tohim asthe recollection of his 
experiences as president of the North Sidé 
Savings bank. 

The diamond ear rings referred to in the 
special were the property of Mr. Abe Fry, of 
this city, and were given to Nelson under 
promise of asale or return. Detective Buch- 
anan,®who has returned to Atlanta, learned of 


| Nelson’s attempt to sell these ear rings at Le- | 


roy, New York. At that place he stated that 
he was a wealthy South American jewelry 
merchant and on his return to Canada, after 
having made over $300,000 in Buenos Ayres. 

Chief Connolly has not been heard from, and 
he is thought to be on a still hunt in an en- 
deavor to secure evidence that will make Nel- 
son's extradition possible.

an hour. {It is state’, however, that these treins 
rarely succeed in making the trip in the time al- 
No other train can be found which makes 

miles an hour, and the nearest 
approach to it is a train on the Pennsyl- 
vauia, which ruus from Jersey City to 
Philadelphia, making one stop, at an average speed 
of 48.3 miles an hbonr. On the opposition-—the 
Bound Brook—line one train makes the distance 
from Jersey City to Philadelphia at the rate of 45.9 
miles an hour, without allowance for the four stops. 
The quickest train between Philadelphia and Baiti- 
niore runsat the rate of 41.6 miles an hour.

The corresponding train on the Penrsyl- 
vania road runs at the rate of 38 miles an hour from 
Philadel! phia to Pittsburg. 

Theslowest passenger train is not easy to deter- 
mine, bu§an ‘express’ on a North Caroliaa Line 
which takes nine hours torun 100 miles—an aver- 
age of 1L.1 miles an hour—is a very promising candi-

A FIGHTING NAVY 
The Senate Devetes its Time to Consicdera 
tion of the New Cruisers. 

W ASHINATON, July 244.—The senate devoted 
most of its time today to the consideration of 
the naval approprtation bill, especiatiy that 
portion which relatetl te the comstruction of 
the new cruisers. 

Among the amendments reported fram the 
committee on appropriations and agreed, to by 
the senate were thefollowing: Striking out an 
item of $50,000 for expenses of the commission 
to locate a navy yard near the coast of the gulf 
of Mexico, and inserting an item of $5,000 for 
coutiguing the improvement of the payal 
hospital park at. Portsmouth, Va. 

Tho most important amendment reported 
was to add to the item for the construction 
of three steel cruisers—two of them of about 
three thousand tons at a cost of not exceeding 
$1,100,000, each exclusive. of armament, and 
one of about 5,300 tens ata costof not more 
than $1,900,000—the following: ‘‘Also tives 
gun boats or cruisers, neither of which sha)! 
exceed 1,700 tons in displacement, nor $500,000 
in cost, including any premium that may be 
paid for increased speed and excluding the 
cost of armament; said vessels to be built ei- 
ther wholly of steel. or with steel frames,” 
aud to strike out of the item the words, ‘‘and 
one armored cruiser of abeut 7,590 

tons displacemen-, to cost not more
